At the time of going to press, Satu 
day, all but one of the large producet 
and all custom smelters and independents 
had met the lowered price recently an 
nounced of 9%c. per pound for refined 
copper, domestic delivery The new price 
was stated to be the lowest quoted in 
more than thirty years Reduced prices, 
mentioned elsewhere, were announced on 
blue vitriol, but there was no change in 
the position of any other copper deriva 
tives.

Buyers continued to hold aloof from the 
market, and reports were current of of- 
ferings at 5%c. per pound, prompt ship- 
ment from the coast in tankcars. : 

Crude corn oil was quiet, but offerings 
continued light and the market retained 
a steady tone Coconut oil lacked quot- 
able change, but the markets here and 
on the coast were easy owing to an ab- 
sence of demand. Tallow was steady with 
the inquiry slow and offerings ght. The 
general market for animal, vegetable and 
fish oils, fats and greases was quiet and 
steady.

Many observers consider that pick 
ing returns show the last government 
crop estimate for Arkansas and Mississippi 
was too high. Trend of meal market con 
tinues upward with less selling pressure 
and improving demand Heavy feeding 
Season is now getting under way and 
higher prices are expected as the season 
progresses. The large short interest in 
the Memphis pit is showing uneasiness 
and a disposition to cover on small re- 
actions, Some large buying orders art 
in the market at a shade under quota 
tions.

Oil Msint-Brug Reporfer 
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It Is Legal to Discuss Prices 

Revision of the basic rules in trade prac- 
tice codes has been postponed by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission to allow time for 
consideration of the suggestions made in the 
recently held Congress of Industries and of 
those which have been submitted by ind1- 
vidual industries that had participated in 
trade practice conferences. What further 
changes may be made in the recently an- 
nounced revisions purposed by the commis- 
sion cannot even be conjectured. It is cer- 
tain, however, that the rules will be pat- 
terned closely upon the Clayton act. The 
commission realizes that it cannot go be- 
yond the permissions of the law, and it 
knows that to attempt to make more rigid 
rules would merely lead to a greater num- 
ber of cases in court, even though it could 
be found possible to get an industry to 
accept regulations exceeding the require- 
ments of the statute. 

The purpose of the trade practice confer- 
ence and of the codes which come forth 
from these meetings have not been made 
any clearer by the recent discussions. They 
have an educational value, it is true, but 
they can add nothing to the law; nor can 
they subtract anything from its require- 
ments. In many ways the holding of con- 
ferences and the formulating of codes of 
practice appear to be a waste of time, en- 
ergy, and money, on the part of both the 
Federal Trade Commission and of indus- 
tries. The new idea, suggesting a govern- 
ment legal advisory agency for the service 
of industry, would permit a much better in- 
vestment of interest and attention. 

For one thing, not all that is permitted 
under the Federal statutes designed to pre- 
vent unfair competition is brought out with 
the purpose of its inclusion in trade prac- 
tice codes. Apparently the Federal Trade 
Commission prefers to be no more informa- 
tive than an industry requests. And most 
industries have, at best, but a hazy and 
usually a fearsome conception of the anti- 
trust laws. For example, a manufacturer is 
not forbidden to ask a competitor for infor- 
mation as to the latter’s prices. In its re- 
port on the investigation of open-price 
trade associations, conducted under orders 
from the United States Senate, the Federal 
Trade Commission says :— 

There is no reason why a manufacturer should 
not communicate directly and promptly with a 
competitor to verify any allegation made by a 
buyer as to low prices obtainable elsewhere. The 
reply will probably be more prompt and more to 
the point than any information covering this 
same subject that might be broadcast by a trade 
association. It is true that the competitor may 
refuse to answer (which is his right), or he may 
even lie about the matter; but members of the 
same association are likely to deal with each 
other on a higher plane, and possibly the associ- 
ation can make needed improvement in the back- 
ground of personal relations. One advantage of the 
alternative method (manufacturer communicating 
directly with another competitor) above sug- 
gested, for verifying allegations and rumors, is 


that it can be applied also to quotations, that is, 
to terms offered on contracts not closed. 


That statement is perfectly clear—and it 
is legally accurate. If it were made use of 
in the formulation of a trade practice code 


and the influence of a trade association ex- 
erted for the purpose suggested, a deal of 
useful and necessary information would be 
disseminated. 

It is in such matters as this that the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, or some other gov 
ernment agency, could be of real assistance 
to industry. In truth, industry might well 
engage the services of some wholly impar- 
tial legal talent (the teaching staff of a 
reputable law school, for example) to make 
a study of the antitrust laws and the deci- 
sions thereunder and provide information 
relative to all that these statutes prohibit 
or allow. However, a government adviser 
would be much more efficient. It could 
better deal with the question that always 
comes forth when a permissive feature of 

law has been made clear:—“Well, if we 
can do that, why can’t we do this?’ Too 
yiten the attitude evidenced by this ques- 
tion leads to experimentation in the doing 
t the “this” referred to, in the lack of, or 
even in’ spite of, legal counsel to the con- 
trary. But, it is something to know that 
the discussion of prices with a competitor 
is not wholly prohibited. 





Naval Stores Reforms Needed 

Producers and distributors of naval 
stores, in separate meetings, have essayed 
the improvement of their industry through 
the development of closer, more active co- 
operation. Unfortunately for the success 
of these undertakings, the two divisions are 
still far apart in their views as to what is 
necessary and as to what should be done 
to remedy the unsatisfactory conditions. 
The distributors—and with them are joined 
a few producers whose progressiveness has 
frequently been manifested—urge that the 
naval stores industry be put on a real busi- 
ness basis, a modern business basis, and 
adopt modern business methods for the pro- 
motion of trade. The majority of produc 
ers, on the other hand, prefer to regard 
themselves, and desire to be regarded by 
others, as farmers. They have recently re- 
organized and rechristened their so-called 
“marketing” corporation with the chief aim 
of becoming eligible to recognition in the 
distribution of loans under the Federal plan 
of farm relief. 

The inconsistency of the respective posi- 
tions of producer and distributor does not 
seem to be recognized by the former. Gum 
producers seem not to have learned that the 
chief, if not the only, trouble with the 
farmer, with whom they would be classed, 
is his lack of business methods, his ignor- 
ance or disregard of business practices. 
Government financial aid will never, of it- 
self, enable the farmer, whether he produce 
wheat or turpentine gum, to improve his 
condition. More likely will it further ex- 
pose him to exploitation by astute politi- 
cians whose ideas of business needs and 
business methods are, if anything, less ade- 
quate than his own. As long as the farmer 
looks to politicians, instead of to business 
leadership, to extricate him from his largely 
self-created predicament, he must expect 
more promise than performance. He cannot 





expect the politician to do anything—even 
if he could—that would deprive himself of 
the perennial opportunity to make capital 
f promising to work for the relief of agri- 
culture. 

In ideas as well as in years, the naval 
stores industry is an ancient calling. Eng- 
gland turned to the Southern colonies in 
America for pitch and tar and rosin for its 
wooden ships more than three hundred 
Wooden ships passed, but new 
uses were found for the products of the 
Southern pine tree, more largely as the re- 
sult of study and experiment and labor by 
those who needed these materials than 
through any efforts of those who produced 
them. Developments of more recent years 
have likewise been stimulated from without 
the naval stores industry, and it is within 
but the past few years that any effort has 
been made by the industry to develop mar- 
kets for its products. Furthermore, the 
greater impetus in this regard has come 
from the wood naval stores division, which 
was founded on raw material that the gum 
industry had wasted for centuries. 


vears ago. 


Pogress has been continuous and at times 
rapid in the industries that provided the 
producers of naval stores with their best 
markets. Progress has been rapid in recent 
years in the industries that produce mate- 
rials adaptable to the manufacturing 
processes in which naval stores were used. 
And these competing industries, being more 


modern and more progressive, have set 
themselves vigorously to the selling of their 


products; while the producers of gum na- 
val stores continued to carry their wares 
to market as they had done for three hun- 
dred years, leaving the selling to someone 
else, and failing disastrously to realize that 
the intermediate seller could not be ex- 
pected to exert himself to any marked ex- 
tent as long as he was denied compensation 
sufficient to cover the expense of real sell- 
ing efforts. 

Not only has the gum naval stores pro- 
ducer been niggardly in the matter of pay- 
ing for selling service, but he has refused, 
or at least failed, to see the necessity for 
spending money for sales promotion. He 
has, furthermore, adhered obstinately to 
antiquated and unsatisfactory methods of 
packing rosin, and has persisted in the at- 
titude that the 20-stone (280-pound) unit 
in which rosin was sold to the immediate 
successors of Sir Francis Drake in the 
British Admiralty, is good enough for the 
modern buyer who desires to use rosin as a 
chemical material in processes involving 
minute calculations. 

Distributors of naval stores realize these 
shortcomings. Producers of gum _ naval 
stores, apparently, see only the disastrous 
effects thereof. The distributors urge the 
abandonment of antiquated packaging and 
units. They point out the need that tur- 
pentine and rosin be advertised, at least as 
vigorously as are the produets that are re- 
placing them to an increasing extent. The 
distributors ask that they be allowed an 
adequate profit, a margin which will allow 
them to make a real effort to sell the goods. 
They ask that the producers make some 
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Sort of provision to co-operate toward the 
finding of new markets (the Pine Institute of basis in 
America supports research work which has in 
acc< uplished a deal of good ) and in meeting

The charges were made recently by 
Ralph S. Kelley, until recently chief of 
the field division of the General Land 
Office at Denver, and the investigation 
was made by Seth W. Richardson, As- 
sistant Attorney-General, at the re- 
quest of the Secretary of the Interior. 

Mr. Richardson’s complete report has 
not yet been made public, but in a 
letter to the Secretary of the Interior 
the Attorney-General declares that a 
complete investigation has proved the 
charges without foundation. He says 
Mr. Kelley's charges of loss of public 
assets are exaggerated, as oil shale is 
of mo commercial value; that the De- 
partment of the Interior has been very 
strict in sales amd leases; that half 
of the sales made by this administra- 
tion were approved by Mr. Kelley him- 
self. He pointed out that many of 
Mr. Kelley’s charges were based on 
impressions and informal conversa- 
tions or on his Gisagreement with de- 
cisions which were matters of debate 
but were not reached arbitrarily. 

Emphasis is laid on the fact that 
Mr. Kelley refused to co-operate in the 
investigation, but sold his story to a 
newspaper,

Obituaries 


Baron Brotherton 


Baron Brotherton, of Wakefield, pio- 
neer in the British chemical industry 
and better known as Sir Edward 
Brotherton, died October 21 at his es- 
tate at Kirkham Abbey, Yorkshire, 
England. He was seventy-four years 
old, and up to his death was actively 
engaged as head of Brotherton & Co., 
Ltd., chemical manufacturers, with 
works at Leeds, Wakefield, Liverpool, 
Workington, Sunderland, Glasgow and 
3irmingham., 

Always keenly alive to the value of 
scientific and technologic education as 
applied to industry,, Baron Wakefield 
contributed large sums of money to- 
ward research work, more especially 
that carried on at the Leeds University, 
one donation in 1927 to that institution 
being £100,000, while in 1922 he gave 
£20,000 to found a chair of bacteriology, 
for the advancement of public health. 
Another activity was the Brotherton 
Charity Trust for Wakefield people, 
which he established. 

Though he was born in Manchester, 
Baron Brotherton of Wakefield, who 
was the first to bear the title, created 
last year, was bound up with Wakefield 
and Leeds principally, and the high re- 
gard felt for him by the population of 
those two places was attested by his 
being variously chosen mayor of Leeds 
and mayor of Wakefield. In 1929 Wake- 
field officially presented him with ‘“‘the 
freedom of the city.” He was also a 
member of Parliament, representing 
those cities. He was also deputy lieu- 
tenant for the West Riding and justice 
of the peace, in addition to many other 
offices. Leeds University honored him 
with a degree of doctor of laws. He 
was vice-president of the Society of 
Chemical Industry, president of the 
Yorkshire Aeroplane Club, and honor- 
ary colonel of the 15th West Yorkshire 
Regiment, which latter he raised and 
equipped at his own expense,

ford, Conn. who died October 9 at 
his home in that city and whose death 
was announced in the October 20 issue 
of this publication, had been in con- 
tinuous service with that company and 
its predecessors for fifty-four years. 
During his connection with the firm, 
the last twenty-three years of which 
he was vice-president, the business 
grew from that of a small drug store 
to one of the largest wholesale drug 
companies in the state. Mr. Farns- 
worth was born in Hartford October 
17, 1856. He was a member of Lafay- 
ette Todge, F, and <A. M., and the 
South Congregational Church. He is 
survived by his wife, Mrs. Mary Farns- 
worth, and one son, Francis P. Farns- 
worth. Funeral services were held 
October 11 and burial was in Cedar 
Hill Cemetery, Hartford. 


Charles H. Goddard 


Charles Harrison Goddard, promotee 
of the American Druggists’ Syndicate 
and for many years its directing head, 
died October 22, on board a ship en- 
route from Europe to this city. He 
was fifty-nine years old. 

After some years of promotion ac- 
tivity on the Pacific Coast, Mr. God- 
dard came to New York, about early 
in the present century. He promoted 
the American Druggists’ Syndicate, a 
cooperative organization of retail 
drugests, which was incorporated No- 
vember 2, 1905, under the laws of 
Rhode Island, with $200,000 capital, ‘‘to 
advance the interests of its members 
by manufacturing, buying in large lots, 


and maintaining a bureau of informa- 
tion.” Mr. Goddard became secretary 
of the syndicate. His activities in this 
organization brought him into contact, 
ind sometimes conflict, with the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Druggists, 
and he was for several years quite 
prominent in person and in mention at 
the meetings of that association. He 
became president of the American 
Druggists’ Syndicate later, retaining 
that office until May, 1923, when he re- 
signed to devote his attention to real 
estate projects, chiefly on Long Is- 
land, in which he had been active for 
time. He continued in a sort of 
advisory capacity in A. D. S. affairs 
until the syndicate was taken over by 
the D. A. Schulte interests in the sum- 
mer of 1926. 

During the past three years, Mr. 
Goddard has resided abroad, chiefly in 
Mentone, France. He left a widow, a

Manly P. Green, one of the organ- 
izers of the Norwich Pharmacal Com- 
pany, Norwich, N. Y., died October 8 
at his home in Pasadena, Calif.

He was one of 
the organizers of the Central National 
3ank, Pasadena, which opened in 1916.

Thomas Higgins 


Thomas Higgins, founder of the Mil- 
ligan & Higgins Glue Company, this 
city, and first president of the Ameri- 
can Glue Manufacturers’ Society, died 
October 22, at his home in this city, 
after a brief illness. He was eighty- 
seven years old and had been engaged 
in the glue and gelatine business for 
fifty-six years, when he retired in 1924. 
He was a veteran of the Civil War in 
which he served as a naval paymaster 
on the frigate Colorado, later being 
transferred to duty in the James river, 
where he was present at the capture 
of Richmond. 

Mr. Higgins was born at Linden Hill, 
Delaware, on January 13, 1843, and 
after private schooling entered Yale 
with the class of ’63 but later withdrew 
because of ill health, but upon recovery 
entered the navy instead of returning 
to college. After the war he came to 
this city and founded the business, 
which later became Milligan & Higgins 
Glue Company. He was the inventor 
and patentee of a mill for grinding 
glue which has been generally adopted 
by the industry. 

He was a member of the Loyal 
Legion and the Delaware Society. One 
son, James Crane Higgins; a daughter, 
Mrs. Kathleen Crowe; and six grand- 
children, all of this city, survive him. 
Funeral services were held October 24 
in the Church of the Ascension and 
burial was at St, Georges, Delaware.

Agricultural Chemists 
Revise Fertilizer Test 


Propose New Method to Avoid 
Influence of Anhydrous 


Ammonia 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 22, 1930. 


Tentative revision of the official me- 
thod of fertilizer analysis to meet re- 
cent developments in the manufacture 
of fertilizer was the outstanding feu- 
ture of the forty-sixth annual conven 
tion of the Association of Official 
Agricultural Chemists, which  con- 
cluded a three day session here today. 


The assuciation completed final de- 
tails for the publication of its 1930 
edition of “Methods of Analysis,” 
Which is revised every five years. The 


manuscript of this volume will be sent 
to the printer by the end of the year, 
and it is expected to be available early 
in the Spring.

manufacturers were present, in addi- 
tion to State control chemists.

resulted in the tentative adoption of a 
new method for determining 

phoric acid. This new method 
declared to be necessary because 
the growing use of the practice of 
making fertilizer with the use of an- 
hydrous ammonia. When superphos- 
phate is treated with ammonia, a cer- 
tain percentage of the phosphoric acid

reverts, and under the method of an- 
alysis heretofore in use, this showed 
a high percentage of insoluble mate- 


rial, whereas, this reverted phosphoric 
acid was actually available to plants. 
The new method is said to give more 
accurate results for this type of fertil- 
izer and consists principally in the use 


of a 1l-gram sample instead of a 2- 
gram sample, which means the use of 


a double quantity of reagent, and an 


extension of the time of the test from 
one half an hour to one hour. 
This new method has not been 


adopted officially, and cannot be under 
the rules of the association for another 
year and until it has been subjected 
to experimental use. It is considered 
a big victory by the fertilizer manu- 
facturers, although control chemists 
took pains to point out that the me- 
thod has no legal standing as yet, and 
that manufacturers cannot rely upon 
its use in tests of the available plant 
food in their products.

Turpentine Change Suggested 


The naval stores committee recom- 
mended a change in the still tentative 
method for testing turpentine, which 
permits the use of any method for de- 
termining specific gravity which is ae- 


curate to within 2.4 places, the old 
method requiring the use of a parti- 
cular form of gravity determination. 

The increasing use of fluorine com- 
pounds in insecticides was commented 
on by the committee on this subject, 
which reported the completion of sat- 
isfactory tests on a new method for 
determining fluorine compounds by 
volatilization, which involves the 


formation of silicon tetrafluoride vapor 


with the use of powdered silica gel, a 
method which was said to be much 
easier and more rapid than older 
methods of analysis. Another report 


the same committee approved a 
method of separating leud ar- 
senate from Bordeaux mixture, which 
involves the use of acetic acid and 
then the independent separation of lead 
by the chromate method and copper 
by either electrolysis or titration. 

The caustic poisons committee 
brought in a report on the method for 
phenol determination by clorimetry, 
recommending a return to the more 
involved method in practice until last 
year, as this was said to be more sat- 
isfactory when methyl salicylate is 
present. The soils committees brought 
in a group of reports showing progress 
in the development of more accurate 
methods for determining organic car- 
bonates and rarer metals in soils. 

A special session was given over to

Two new statistical services 
been inaugurated by the Petroleum Di- 
vision of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce. One is a weekly 


report on the exports of gasoline from 
the principal ports of the United States 
This service was asked by large oil 
companies an emergency aid in 
keeping track of stocks and shipments, 


as 


but it may be made a permanent ser- 
vice. 

The second service is a monthly re- 
port from each country of importance 
showing production and exports of 
crude oil and exports of gasoline dur- 
ing the past month. These reports ars 
being cabled by the foreign officers in 
the various countries as soon as they

Corporation Reorganized 
JACKSONVILLE, Oct. 23, 1930. 

Organization of the Gum Turpentine- 
Rosin Marketing Association was com- 
pleted here yesterday in accordance 
with provisions of the Capper-Volstead 
act and the Florida State marketing 
laws. About 500 producers attended 
the organization meeting and voted to 
authorize the directors to acquire the 
business of the Naval Stores Market- 
ing Corporation. All of the officers and 
directors of the latter corporation were 
re-elected in the new association, and 
Irving Post and Carl Moller were con- 
tinued as vice-president and general 
manager, and secretary-treasurer, re- 
spectively. ; 

The turpentine farmers unanimous- 
ly and enthusiastically approved the 
principle of co-oper: itive marketing of 
turpentine gum products for the future, 
and the majority of those present 
signed a co-operative agreement to de- 
liver their product to the association 
for a term of years. It was later learn- 
ed from an authoritative source that 
producers of approximately one-third 
of the crop had signed the agreement, 
and officials of the organization stated 
that it was apparent that at least a 
majority of the crop would be signed 
in the new association in the neal 
future. 

Stabilization, orderly marketing, 
standardization, over-production and 
the placing of the industry on a per- 
manently profitable basis were subjects 
discussed by leaders in the industry 
with those present. Every important 
producing interest and factor present 
endorsed these purposes. Emphasis 
was laid upon the planting and care ot 
turpentine orchards on sub-marginal 
lands formerly in tobacco and cotton, 
by Dr. T. H. Tuten, a director of the 
Federal Intermediate Credit Bank, who 
is also a turpentine farmer and a mem- 
ber of the new association. He pointed 
out that thousands of acres are already 
planted on ploughed and cultivated 
lands, and additional new plantings are 
being made every year, thereby per 
petually assuring the consumer of a 
supply of raw material. 

1. J. Aycock, largest individual pro 
ducer in the country, quoted from the 
“Naval Stores Review" that the pro 
ducers had already lost $14,000,000 this 
season on account of abnormally low 
prices which, he said, were due not 
only to world depression but to over- 
production in the industry. Market 
prices, he said, this year are 68 percent 
helow the average for the past six 
years while the index figure is about 
40 as compared to 100 in 1926. 

The new organization is 
to be making financial arrange ments 
for carrying the seasonal surplus, and 
it is understood that no interference 
with the daily operations of the 
Savannah and Jacksonville Boards of 
Trade is contemplated except that sea- 
sonal surpluses will be financed and 
carried by the new marketing asso- 
ciation.

Narcotics Monopoly Is 
Created in Costa Rica 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23. 1930 


A new law making the handling of 
narcotics a government monopoly was 
put in effect in Costa Rica, Septembe 
“4, according to reports to the Depart 
ment of State. 

The importation, sale, or possession 
of any raw opium, heroine, marihuana 
or cannabis indica, is absolutely fo. 
bidden. An Administrative 
Heroic Drugs is set up, composed o 
representatives of the offices of the 
Secretariat of Public Health, the Fre 
ulty of Medicine, and the Faculty of 
Pharmacy, which is to have the ex 
clusive right to import preparations 
containing opium or cocaine and their 
derivatives. This board will be in 
charge of a pharmacist, who will mak: 
sales to hospitals, druggists and others 
who have first been licensed by the 
Secretariat of Public Health 

Profits from the sale of narcotics 
are fixed by law at 25 centimos pe 
gram above the cost. Retailers are 
permitted to make sales only on phy- 
sicians’ prescriptions, All narcotie 
drugs now in the country are to hx 
taken over by the government at their 
cost price. Nothing is said in the law 
about the importation of medicinals 
known as exempt preparations in this 
country, except that paregoric may be 
sold by the board without specific au 
thorization by the Secretariat of Lub 
lic Health, but the law is apparently 
broad enough to include all such 
preparations within the government's 
monopoly

The volume of business done in the 
pigment division of the market last 
week was estimated to have held about 
even with that of the immediately pre- 
ceding weeks. White lead was still the 
recipient of fairly good replacement 
demands, but last week’s increase in 
orders was not so noticeable as in the 
few preceding weeks. Prices for the 
entire list of pigment materials were 
unchanged throughout. 

White Lead.—This commodity con- 
tinued to find a fairly active demand 
by comparison with other lead deriva- 
tives, but last week’s share of the in- 
creasing need for replacements was 
not so great as in previous weeks. 
Prices for both the basic carbonate 
and basic sulphate products were 
steady and unchanged and a similar 
condition existed in lead-in-oil. 

Red Lead.—Buying interest remained 
at a low ebb last week. Prices re- 
mained unchanged since the deeline a 
fortnight ago and the position of the 
basic metal last week showed no 
change also, 

Litharge.—With the basic raw ma- 
terial holding free from change, the 
price of this commodity was similarly 
without revision at the basis of 7c. 
per pound in casks. 

Lithopone.—Sellers reported that the 
replacement call against contracts con- 
tinued at a good pace. Prices for both 
the domestic and imported grades con- 
tinued steady and unchanged. 

Orange Mineral.—Prices remained at 
10%c. to 12c. per pound, resting even 
on the unchanged position of the basic 
metal last week.

have the oldest beam engine in opera - 
tion in that city and possibly in the 
United States. This engine has been 
in continuous service, mostly day and 
night, for the last eighty-three years 
in the old white lead works. It was 
built in 1847 by J. T. Sutton & Co. and 
is of the single cylinder, slide-valve 
type. Originally constructed to develop 
40 horsepower, it now develops prob- 
ably 140 horsepower when running on 
100 pounds steam pressure. The beam 
is carried on a central column four- 
teen feet high, which originally served 
as an open feed water heater. This 
heater was discontinued about twenty - 
two years ago. The engine also has a 
flywheel fourteen feet in diameter, and 
a vertical rod extending upward from 
the beam operates twelve plunge 
pumps through a system of ell 
cranks,

Peru Compels Coloring 


Of Kerosene by Sellers 


The Peruvian military government 
has issued a decree compelling the 
coloring of kerosene and _ tractoline 
(kerosene for tractors) blue and am- 
ber, respectively, in order to prevent 
their use to adulterate gasoline dis- 
pensed from filling stations, according 
to a dispatch received in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce from Commercial 
Attache Charles H. Cunningham, Lima. 
The decree, effective October 1, pro- 
vides that every station shall be 
equipped with official measuring de- 
vices to enable the buyer to check the 
amount of gasoline, and directs the 
municipality to fine the owner of a 
station in case gasoline shall be proved 
to contain kerosene or- other foreign 
substance. <A second offense is to he 
followed by confiscation of the station 
and equipment. 


Trade Restraint “Alleged 
In Natural Gas Contract 


WASHINGTON, Oct. :4, 1930 

The question of whether a contract 
in restraint of trade made by a public 
utility is contrary to public policy will 
be reviewed by the Supreme Court of 
the United States in the case of the 
Twin City Pipe Line Company vs. the 
Harding Glass Company, a petition for 
review of which is being granted to- 
lay. 

The glass company contracted to 
take all its gas requirements from the 
pipeline Company, but later threatened 
to take gas from another source. The 
pipeline company sued for enforcee- 
ment of the contraet, but the lower 
courts held that the contract was in 
restraint of trade and was unenforce- 
ible

Moderate Advance in Refined Oil Futures--Rise in 
Cotton and Other Markets a Factor--Hogs and Lard 
Decline, then Recover--Southern Crude Prices Steady 


Local and Southern markets for cot- 
tonseed products were quiet last week 
and net changes in prices were unim- 
portant. Here the trend of refined oil 
futures Was upward in the main though 
quotations showed irregularity at 
times, There was no pressure to sell, 
however, while traders in some cases 
were disposed to buy on the strength of 
cotton and other markets, including se- 
curities, Crude oil markets in the South 
were generally steady with offerings 
reported as light. Meal was easier in 
some sections. Temperatures in the 
South were lower with rains at a num- 
ber of stations. 

The total transactions in refined oil 
futures on the New York Produce Ex- 
change for five business days of the 
week were 3,000 barrels, old contracts, 
and 52 tanks, new contracts. Closing 
prices on Friday were 5 points higher 
on October and 10 to 18 higher on later 
months, as compared with the previous 
Saturday. 

Cotton futures in the local 
were fairly active with the trend of 
prices upward. On Friday December 
closed at 10.99e., January 11.07c. and 
March 11.29e., showing an advance of 
about $8 per bale as compared with 
the previous Friday. 

Price changes made Saturday up to 
noon and other last-minute market de- 
velopments are reported on page 2. 


Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


The tone of Southern markets ap- 
peared to be somewhat steadier on the 
whole, though reports continued to be 
received of shading of meal in parts of 
the cotton belt as a result of the large 
movement of seed to the mills and the 
failure of trade in products to improve 
in the way that had been expected 
with the advance of the fall season. 
in some sections a better inquiry for 
meal was noted following a drop in 
temperatures but demand on the whole 
still appeared to be disappointing while 
no material improvement was reported 
in the export movement. 

The marketing of seed was said to he 
holding up to recent levels in all sec- 
tions, despite the low prices prevailing 
in the Southeast as well as other parts 
of the South. Weather conditions were 
senerally favorable for picking and 
ginning and this work continued to be 
pushed were again heard of 
sales of seed at unusually low prices 
tor account ef holders who were not 
in a position to remain out of the 
market, 

Quotations on meal in the Southeast 
ranged from $23 to $24 per ton for 7 
percent meal. In the Valley 8 percent 
meal was quoted at $29 to $30 per ton 
In the Southwest $28 to $29 per ton 
was quoted for 43 percent meal.

Cottonseed Oil 


There was no broadening of specu- 
lative operations in the market here 
for refined cottonseed oil futures. On 
the contrary, operators in many cases 
were disposed to do littl more than 
look on. Some were holding off for 
development of fresh and more decis- 
ive influences in the situation. The 
course of prices in the markets for se- 
curities and various commodities con- 
tinued to be closely watched for a pos- 
sible clue as to the trend of general 
business in this country. Reports in 
regard to the condition of trade in 
some lines appeared to be rather more 
encouraging, though the improvement 
was not sufficiently pronounced to dis- 
pel the feeling of caution and hesita- 
tion that has prevailed for many weeks 
past. 

The action of the market for securi- 
ties and an upward trend at times in 
eotton prices, as well as increasing 
activity in textiles had a tendency to 
create a more hopeful feeling im some 
quarters concerning the business out- 
look On the other hand, lard dis- 
played weakness, the movement of live 
hogs to some Western points showing

Prices were irregular, being easily 
influenced by a small preponderance 
of orders either way. In the main 
however, the trend was upward The 
strength of cotton caused more or less 
buying of cottonseed oil through the 
rise in the former commodity was at- 
tributed largely to more favorable re- 
ports in regard to the condition of 
trade in textiles and to technical 
speculative conditions rather than to 
any new bullish development concern- 
ing the probable supply this 
The weather in the South was gener- 
ally colder, with frost and rain in some 
sections, but there was little disposi 
tion to revise crop ideas as a result 
of such conditions. According to some 
reports, the work of picking and gin- 
ning the crop is well advanced 

The movement of seed to the oil 
mills was reported as liberal despite 
the unusually low prices for seed said 
to be prevailing in various parts of the 
cotton belt. Weakness in the Chicago 
market for lard futures was ascribed 
by some to larger arrivals of hogs and 
to the quietness of export trade Hog 
prices in that market were about 50 
cents to $1 per 100 pounds lower at 
one time, though much of the loss was 
recovered later. Receipts of hogs in 
Chicago on Monday were 55,000 head 
and on Tuesday 33,000 head. Later in 
the week the movement was smaller.

Structure of Midcontinent Crude Prices Continues 
Shaky --Two Independents Post Sharp Reduction at 
Seminole and Oklahoma City--Gasoline Position Easy 


The shaky position of crude oil 
prices in the Oklahoma sector con- 
tinued to provide a centering point fo 
the attention of the petroleum indus- 
try during the past week. Announce- 
ments of reductions in the _ posted 
prices for Seminole and Oklahoma 
City crudes were made by two inde- 
pendents last week and, coupled with 
a general reduction of prices in Texas 
to the levels inaugurated a week ago, 
made the situation much more delicate 
than previously. Gasoline prices in the 
Group 3 area also declined last week 
and it was widely expected that the 
major companies in the Midcontinent 
area would effect a reduction from the 
scale that was adopted last April. The 
buyers of oil, however, had no visible 
disposition to do so. 

Crude runs to stills and also stocks 
of gasoline in storage continued to 
dwindle but there was still a heavy 
surplus of gasoline on the market and 
it becomes increasingly evident that 
the refiners will have to exercise fur- 
ther curtailment of their operations 
hefore any material essence of strength 
or even firmness should enter the mar- 
ket. A reduction in Midcontinent 
erudes may adjust things but the prices 
at the refineries continued to slide as 
in the case at the East Coast area 
where the larger refiners were hold- 
ing their quoted prices at the estab- 
lished market but on competition were 
forced to accept business at sharply 








shaded prices. The tankwagon mar- 
kets in the East were also rather 
shattered although in some _ sectivns 
the distressed conditions in the refin- 
ing branch of the trade have not yet 
touched the distributing markets. 

Western lubricating oils eased off 
rather broadly last week. The Eastern 
lubes, however, held rather evenly, 
notwithstanding the cut in Pennsyl- 
vania grade oil prices that were initi- 
ated last week. Otherwise, the heavy 
oil group did not contain much in the 
way of new developments last week 
and most of those oils followed their 
indicated trends of a week ago. 

Stocks of crude and refined oil on 
the Pacific Coast at the close of Sep- 
tember totaled 180,434,952 barrels, a 
decrease of 89,838 barrels from the 
preceding month, according to the 
American Petroleum Institute. Stocks 
on hand at the close of September, 
1929, were 180,184,822 barrels. 


Crude Petroleum 


The structure of posted crude oil 
prices at the Oklahoma fields contin- 
ued through the past week in a very 
shaky position. Following a more or 
less general compliance with the re- 
ductions that were initiated in the 
Texas fields a week ago, two small in- 
dependents in the Midcontinent area

viz., White Oak Refining Company and 
the Crude Oil Purchasing Company, 
posted a flat price of 75c. per barrel 
for any grade of Seminole or Okla- 
homa City crude regardless of gravity. 
The reduction was effected with com- 
mencement of business Tuesday, and 
considering it with Champlin’s recent 
cut and also the posted reductions at 
the Texas fields, it did not appear that 
the existing schedule would remain for 
long. However, a dispatch from Tulsa 
indicated that the major companies 
were “not in any hurry to announce 
a change in the existing prices.” Fur- 
ther evidence of the shakiness of the 
situation was shown by a reduction 
posted by the Bell Oil & Gas Company 
on its purchases in the Duncan dis 
trict in Southwestern Oklahoma 
While the major portion of interest 
was centered upon the price situation 
it was decided that current proration 
arrangements in Oklahoma _ would 
continue in effect until further orders 
of the corporation commission. 
Purchasing agencies for buyers of 
Pennsylvania crude effected a cut of 
lic. per barrel in the prices of Penn- 
sylvania grade oils last week. Penn- 
sylvania oil in National lines is now 
$2.10 to $2.15 per barrel; Southwest 
Penn lines, $2.10 per barrel; Eureka 
lines, $2 per barrel; Buckeye lines, 
$1.75 per barrel. Corning grade oil 
was also reduced to $1.35 per barrel. 
There was no accompanying state- 










ment with the cut, but private opinion 


pointed to the fact that production 
had been getting somewhat out of 
hand, 

Output of crude was _ slightly in- 
creased according to the latest esti- 
mates. Production in the Eastern 
tields was up 3,000 barrels over the 
daily average of the preceding week 
and in the West Texas fields there was 
an inerease of 3,350 barrels. Both in- 
creases, however, shonld be neutral- 
ized by the recent cuts in prices. The 
Oklahoma production continued to de- 
cline, averaging 545,600 barrels a day, 
compared with 549,100 barrels in the 
preceding week. Pipeline and tank 
farm stocks of domestic crude east of 
the Rocky mountains decreased 2,153,- 
000 barrels during September, accord- 
ing to the American Petroleum In- 
stitute,

Refinery Products 


An easing of the structure of gaso- 
line prices which occurred at the Mid- 
continent refineries during the past 
week did not reflect in this market 
last week but the local refinery situa- 
tion was by no means strong and fol- 
lowing the trend of the past few 
weeks, there was a decided frequency 
of shaded quotations and offerings of 
the U. S. Motor product below the so- 
called official prices. Demand was 
quiet also and, the latest estimates of 





grade oils 





stocks in storage and runs to still 
showed an increase in both so that 
there were many buyers that were 
holding back their demands in the 


possibility of a further weakening in 
the market. From the volume of of- 
ferings there was a surplus of ma- 
terial among the local sellers freely 
available below the market price but 
at the same time there was a senti- 
ment of dissatisfaction among the 
holders of the material that were un- 
able to realize much profit on such 
sales. 

The heavier oils were featured with 
a decline in prices for Western lubri- 
cating oils, but the change in the 
posted prices of Pennsylvania crudes 
last week did not have any immediate 
effect on the prices for derivative 
lubes. 


Refinery Operations 


Runs of foreign and domestic crude 
oil to stills during the week ended 
October 18 totaled 16,523,000 barrels, 
or a daily average of 2,360,400 barrels 
for 66.2 percent of refinery operation, 
compared with a total of 16,597,000 
barrels or a daily average of 2,371,000 
barrels for 66.5 percent of operation 
during the preceding week, according 
to the data gathered by the American 
Petroleum Institute.

Market Conditions 


Gasoline.—A frequency of weak spots 
continued to show in the local bulk 
market last week. While the so-called 
official price remained at 7%c. per 
gallon for the U. S. Motor product at 
the refineries, there continued offer- 
ings at 4c. to %ec. per gallon below 
that level and there were rumors at 
one time during the week that 7c. per 
gallon might be done, but the nearest 
to confirmation that this report re- 
ceived was a vague indication that it 
may have been done on barge business. 
The demand side of the market was 
quet and was not believed to have held 
its own with the preceding week. The 
statistical position was featured with 








an increase in both stocks and runs to 
stills. This, in addition to the pres- 
ence of stocks in excess of market de- 
mands and also the reigning quiet of 
the market did not make for any im- 
mediate indication that improvement 
Was ahead. On the contrary, some 
prospective purchasers were holding 
back to await developments that might 
occur from the weaker side. The ex- 
port market continued without impor- 
tant features or change in the general 
aspect of things. Local tankwagon 
markets were still subject to some 
broad price cutting in certain direc- 
tions, but there were no changes made 
in the formerly existing scale. 

Kerosene.—Demand showed a better 
character last week. Inquiries were 
also more frequent, but the actual 
movement of materials into consump- 
tion was still below the point that 
might ordinarily be expected for this 
time of the year. The price structure 
was fairly firm, with quotations for the 
41-43 water white product unchanged 
at 6%c. per gallon. A continued pick- 
up of demand was looked for by local 
refiners. 

Fuel and Gas Oils. — Although the 
general position of bunker oil was one 
of firmness, there were reports of occa- 
sional offerings below the price of $1.05 
for C grade at the terminals. Diesel 
oil was characteristically firm at its 
long established basis of $2 per barrel, 
while gas oil continued to show weak 
or easy tones at unchanged market 
quotations. 

Medicinal Oil.—Conditions that have 
surrounded this group of oils during 
the past few months held through the 
past week without change. There con- 
tinued a liberal amount of shading, 
but was claimed to have been confined 
within certain directions. The demand 
side of the market was rather slug- 
gish. 

Paraffin Waxes.—The quoted prices 
held fairly even through last week. 
There was no marked movement in 
either direction, with reports of stiff- 
ening at one time and other reports 
that concessions were available. The 
latter held true through most of the 
week for scale waxes. Demand was 
not at all lively. 

Petrolatum.—The suppliers of this 
line of oils continued to quote the mar- 
ket at the levels that have been named 
for some time past, but concessions 
were still available in certain direc- 
tions, which were reported to have 
been somewhat more frequent due to 
the slow condition of trade. 

Lubricating Oils.—Western oils were 
lowered last week, but the lone change 
to occur in the structure of prices for 
the Pennsylvania group was a slight 
tapering off of the 600 fire cylinder 
stocks to the basis of 10%c. to 11%&c 
per gallon or %c. per gallon below the 
previous level. The reduction of prices 
in Pennsylvania crudes had no imme- 
diate effect upon the prices for these 
oils. The position in the spot market 
was unchanged. The movement of

Under the influence of the usual sea- 
sonal letup in buying, scattered tank- 
wagon and service station price reduc- 
tions throughout the upper Mississippi 
Valley, and several more smaller refiners 
following precedent by establishing their 
own crude oil price schedules during the 
early part of the week, irregularity pre- 
vailed in the Midcontinent refined oil 
markets. 

The U. S. Motor product was more 
freely offered at the low prices estab- 
lished last week, with many sales of dis- 
tress material reported being sold for 
immediate shipment at the lowest prices 
prevailing during the past twenty years. 
The larger domestic jobbers and car lot 
marketers were inclined to confine their 
buying to small lots just sufficient to 
meet their current requirements, rather 
than for deferred delivery, indicating 
that they are not yet sure that prices 
have reached bottom. 

All grades of natural gasolines con- 
tinued to lose ground in sympathy with 
the weakness existing in the U. S. Motor 
product and lack of interest in buying 
tor future delivery. 

Nothing occurred to alter the position 
of the Midcontinent kerosene market dur- 
ing the week. The domestic demand from 
jobbers throughout the agricultural areas 
who are usually heavy buyers at this sea- 
son of the year are said to show but little 
interest in quotations, even at the exist- 
ing low levels. Tankwagon distributors 
of home burner oils have been fairly ac- 
tive in the market, due to the fact that 
there is little difference in the price of 
the product and the better grades of dis- 
tillates and straw zero gas oils. 

The better grades of distillates were 
active during the week, with a slightly 
firmer undertone existing, because of 
colder weather conditions throughout the 
Northern States. 

Gas oils continue steady in price, with 
a noticeable increase in the demand for 
better grades of zeros during the week. 
The ordinary high cold tests meeting ugi 
specifications were generally unchanged 
from the previous week, with a tendency 
toward weakness because of the present 
crude oi] situation. 

Fuel oils were generally unchanged 
from the previous week, with but little 
interest being shown in quotations on the 
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high cold test grades. The higher gravity 
zeros were in fair demand from tank- 
wagon distributors. 

One leading refiner reduced prices of 
bright stocks 2c. per gallon, steam refined 
cylinder stock lec., and all grades of 
neutrals %e. to le. per gallon during the 
week. There is an overproduction of the 
lower grades of steam refined stocks at 
this time, due to many of the smaller 
units in the Oklahoma City district mak- 
ing the product. Paraffins were un- 
hanged on light demand,

The Phillips Petroleum Company 
has applied to the New York Stock 
Exchange to list 1,168,284 additional 


shares of its stock. 


At a cost of $250,000, the Standard 
Oil Company of New York has ar- 
ranged to construct a_ distributing 
plant at Dunkirk, N. Y., to serve 
a 100-mile area between Buffalo, N. Y., 
and Erie, Pa. 


The Ajax Pipe Line Company, re- 
cently organized in Oklahoma to build 
a pipeline, costing $15,000,000, from 
Jenks, Okla., to Wood River, IIL, has 
leased permanent offices in the Landers 
building, Springfield, Ill., which it will 
occupy November 1. 


The Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana has been granted a review by 
the United States Supreme Court of 
two cases against the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission involving the reasonable- 
ness of transportation rates on petro- 
leum and petroleum products in In- 
diana and Illinois. 


The Egyptian government has com- 
pleted construction of a_ petroleum 
basin at Suez harbor, providing berths 
for three tankers and facilitating the 
discharge of imported crude oil, prin- 
cipally from the Far Eastern properties 
of the Shell. Formerly such crude was 
pumped from Port Toufick to Suez 
through a pipeline. The new basin will 
involve pumping over a distance of 
one-half mile and will materially re- 
duce handling charges. 


An appeal of the East Ohio Gas Com- 
pany in a case against the tax com- 
mission of Ohio has been accepted for 
review by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. A Federal district 
court in Ohio held that receipts from 
the sale of gas piped from West Vir- 
ginia to Ohio may be included in the 
basis of the Ohio gross receipts tax. 
Under the Ohio law, the gross receipts 
tax is in addition to and not in lieu of 
the general property tax. 


The Roumanian petroleum industry 
has been requested by the Dutch-Shell 
group and the Standard Oil of New 
Jersey interests to suspend all drilling 
activities from November 1, as produc- 
tion from present Roumanian wells 
more than meets demand.

Approval also was 
given to a change of name to the 
Trenton Oil Company, and to the is- 
suance of 100 shares of new class B 
stock, par $10, which will be sold to 
such persons as the directors select for 
the purpose of carrying out certain 
contracts and to insure the orderly 
dissolution of the company. 


The [nsuranshares Corporation has 
offered to exchange certificates of its 
recently organized investment trusts, 
First Custodian Shares and Second 
Custodian Shares, for certificates of 
Combined Trust Shares which was or- 
ganized in Philadelphia in 1929 and 
limited its portfolio to stocks of thirty- 
two companies of the so-called Stand- 
ard Oil group. The exchange proposed 
is on a basis of four-fifths of a share 
of either First or Second Combined 
Custodian Shares plus 50 cents for 
each share of Combined Trust Shares. 


There were 63 fatalities in the Cali- 
fornia petroleum industry in 1929, the 
largest number in any year since 1923 
and an increase of 34 percent over 
1928, when 47 men lost their lives in 
the drilling, producing, manufacturing, 
and marketing divisions of the indus- 
try, says the United States Bureau of 
Mines, Department of Commerce, in a 
statistical review. After following a 
consistent decline for 4 years, the fa- 
tality curve turned upward in 1928 and 
advanced sharply in 1929. This increase 
in fatalities coincided with a period of 
intensive development. 


The South Carolina Supreme Court 
will consider in November the question 
of the constitutionality of a State law 
of 1930 imposing a tax of 6 cents a 
gallon on gasoline purchased outside 
of the State and Shipped into it by the 
purchasers. The law involved extended 
the 6-cent tax to cover bulk shipments 
because many large manufactories and 
municipalities were buying their gaso- 
line requirements outside of the State. 
A temporary injunction has_ been 
granted some of these interests and 
the Supreme Court will hear argu- 
ments for making it permanent. 


The Pennzoil Company, Oil City, has 
added two vice-presidents and a sales 
promotion manager to its organization 
as part of its expansion program, pre- 
paratory to general industrial recov- 
ery. Byron S. Phillips, New York, 
formerly connected with the company, 
returns to it as sales promotion man- 
ager, a newly created office. He was 
formerly advertising manager in Cali- 
fornia and later with the California 
Petroleum Company. Jay F. Vande- 
venter, formerly with the South Penn 
Oil Company, becomes executive vice- 
president, and A. S. Matthews, who 
has been with the company for nine 
years, becomes a_ vice-president in 
charge of oil sales.

Large refineries for petroleum will 
soon be installed in France at Gonfre- 
ville-l’Orcher, on the Tancarville canal 
banks and in the lower Seine valley 
near Port-Jerome, according to a re- 
port from Assistant Trade Commis- 
ioner Earle C. Taylor, Paris. With a 
view to supplying these plants with 
raw material the Compagnie Indus- 
trielle Maritime, which holds an im- 
portant concession at the mouth of the 
Havre harbor, has solicited an exten- 
sion of this concession in order to con- 
struct three new basins in which six 
large tankers may be placed at the 
same time. Two of the basins will] 
be constructed within twenty-seven 
months, and the third when the traffic 
cuaranteed by the trade reaches 3,000,- 
v00 tons a year. 


The Venezuelan government has 
ordered the establishment of a Fed- 
eral institution for the education of 
young men for responsible positions in 
the oil industry. The students will 
be citizens of the state of Zulia, Venez- 
uela, and the school will be named 
the Escuela de Perforadores Gral. 
Juan Vicente Gomez. It will provide 
a course of thirty months’ study and 
training, much of which will be based 
on actual field work in drilling. The 
decree establishing the school regu- 
lates all relations between the stu- 
dents and the oil companies. While 
the oil companies have agreed to co- 
operate, it is believed their attitude 
will be one of passive resistance, 
largely because of new peptroleum 
regulations recently put into effect. 


Federal district court at Guthrie, 
has sustained the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau in its ruling that the 
imount which a_ taxpayer received 
upon the sale of an oil-gas well should 
not be taken into consideration in 
computing his depletion allowance on 
the well for the year. In certain cases 
the statute permits the owner to take 
a deduction of 27% percent of the 
gross income from oil or gas wells, 
due to the fact that such wells deplete 
in value when worked, but that de- 
duction does not apply to the income 
derived from the sale of the well, it 
was held. The case in question was 
that of the Darby-Lynde Company vs 
Internal tevenue Collector Acel C. 
Alexander, Oklahoma, the oil proper- 
ties involved having been sold by the 
company for an agreed price of $1,000,- 
000. A depletion allowance of $42,447 
was asked, which sum was included in 
a total of $208,641 Geductions by the 
company. 


“The Associated Fan,” a novelty 
now being distributed to Associated 
gasoline dealers throughout the Pacific 
Coast, is in the form of a spreading 
fan football schedule, which when 
closed, is only five inches high and 
three inches across the widest portion 
at the top. Alternate leaves of red, 
green and cream color are clamped 
together by a revolving joint at the 
bottom tip.

Several events occurred during the 
past week, which some assert will tend 
to act as equillibrators in the consuming 
trades. The contract season is rapidly 
approaching, and already some manu- 
facturers have announced their 1931 
schedules to the trade. Alumina sul- 
phate producers have given out prices 
for next year identical with those cur- 
rent, as have producers of glauber’s 
salt, saltcake, and soda silicate. The 
trade is awaiting with great interest 
the prices to be made for 1931 deliv- 
ery on alkalies. Some in the trade are 
of the conviction that the 1931 alkali 
prices will also adhere to schedules 
now prevalent, as sellers were said not 
to be averse to such a proceeding.

Antimony Salts.—Trading showed no 
change over previous weeks, with the

same period in 1929, when 28,670 tons 
were imported. 

Glauber’s Salt.—Producers announced 
an unchanged price scale on contracts 
for 1931. The textile industry improve- 
ment was mentioned by the trade as 
reflected upon the chemical. Sellers 
stated that, although sales have been 
eminently satisfactory during the pres- 
ent month, nevertheless, they have 
been below those in September 

Lead Salts.—The parent metal was 
still quoted at 5.10c. per pound, but no 
sympathetic movement was recorded 
during the week. <A large producer 
stated that no action in accordance 
would likely take place until present 
stocks of metal on hand had been ex 
pended. Demand appeared to have 
shown no change from recent weeks. 

Nickel Salts.—A fair amount of plat- 
ing demand was mentioned, although 
considerably below normal. Nothing 
could be ascertained as to any change 
in either the demand or quoted 
prices. 

Potash, Caustic.—Prices remained 
Stationary and so did demand. Imports 
were lower during the first eight 
months of the year amounting to 
6,697,444 pounds. During the corre- 
sponding time in 1929 arrivals totaled 
10,382,515 pounds. 

Potash Chlorate. — The relativels 
steady volume of withdrawals into the 
consuming trade which has _ been 
characteristic during recent weeks was 
said to have continued. Prices were 
said to be constant, with no expecta- 
tions of an immediate change. Im- 
ports of chlorate grouped with the 
perchlorate, increased in the first 
eight months of this year, amounting 
to 10,749,459 pounds, compared with 
9,130,030 pounds arriving in the same 
months of 1929, 

Saltcake.—Producers announced an 
adherence to the present contract 
prices over the coming vear. The glass 
industry has been fairly well inter- 
ested lately. 

Soda Acetate. — Sellers commented 
upon a firmer tone shown during the 
week. Improvements in the consum- 
ing trades were stated to be the basis 
for the position. 

Soda Bicarbonate.—It was definitely 
ascertained that the “outside” material 
had been eliminated from the market 
and the demand for the product from 
the usual sources was stated to be un- 
changed. Prices were also maintained 
as formerly. 

Soda Ash.—Totals of exports for the 
past eight months reveal an increase 
over the same period in 1929. Soda 
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ash moved out of this country to a 
total of 9,043,076 pounds, compared 
with 8,425,071 pounds in 1929. New 
prices for the coming year have not 
put in their appearance but are ex- 
pected at an early date. 

Soda, Caustic.—Contract prices for 
193 were not announced during the 
week under attention, but some in the 
trade asserted the opinion of continued 
levels for the coming year. Export 
statistics reveal that 86,965,566 pounds 
were shipped from the United States 
during the first eight months of 1930, 
an increase over 1929, when 85,939,455 
pounds were exported. 

Soda Phosphate.—Some rumor was 
about, relative to an unsettled position 
of this commodity in the market. In- 
quiry failed to substantiate this, sell- 
ers asserting that no material amounts 
were moved below the usual quotations. 
It was said that some distressed stocks 
had been noted, but with the excep- 
tion of these and some small quantities, 
conditions were such as to arouse no 
apprehension. 

Tin Salts. Strengthened quotations 
for the parent metal caused the salts 
to react with lc. per pound increase 


in price. Salts were reported to be 
receiving good attention in the silk 
industry. The crystals were quoted 


at 26c. to 28c. per pound; the tetra- 
chloride at 1944c¢., while the oxide re- 
mained stationary. 

Zinc Salts.—Zince metal prices were 
quoted at a low figure throughout the 
week, but no evidence was apparent of 
any corresponding change in the prices 
quoted for the salts. Statements in- 
dicated the belief that present prices 
of the derivatives are not governed by 
prices of the metal until such time as 
the quotations on the metal have had 
sufficient time to become operative 
with respect to stocks in the hands of 
makers of the salts. 


Acids 


Contract prices for 1931 were an- 
nounced on sulphuric and muriatic, 
current scales being repeated. Business 
was stated to be better duting the past 
three months than during the first six, 
but it was said that notwithstanding 
the improvement current prices would 
remain. Several of the industries con- 
suming acids in large quantities, par- 
ticularly in the textile group, were op- 
erating at increased volume and the 
belief was asserted that the coming 
year would evidence a far more satis- 
factory account than 1930. 

Tartaric producers announced a 4c. 
reduction in quotations. This would 
appear a direct contradiction of some 
information emanating from. foreign 


centers relative to lowered supplies of 
lees. Other acid manufacturers were 
expected to announce their schedules in 
the near future.

Acetic.— The materially lowered prices 

which were announced recently were 
in. operation during the week. Im- 
provements in many industries into 
which the acid enters were said to be 
the cause of a betterement in its move- 
ments. It was pointed out that the 
price reductions were made because of 
the reduction of calcium acetate, and 
not because of any. diminution in the 
demand for the acid itself. 

Boric.—Prices and demand did not 
fluctuate during the week. Such a 
situation has appeared to exist for a 
considerable length of time. 

Citric.—Consumers were awaiting the 
contract prices for the coming year. 
No changes were apparent 

Chromic. — Plating operations were 
stated to be but fair, and demand was 
quite light accordingly Prices were 
reported to be constant. 

Formic.—Imports for the first eight 
months of this year were recorded at 
440,008 pounds, a marked decrease from 
the high figure of 1,160,093 pounds 
which entered during the correspond- 
ing months of 1929. Prices were re 
ported to be steady. 

Sulphuric.— Contract prices were an- 
nounced by producers for 1931 at the 
same scale as prevails at present. Some 
increase in business transacted was re- 
ported, the general improvement of 
several large consuming industries 
being cited as the cause for the better- 
ment in demand. 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 23.—The situation 
with respect to sulphuric acid is stated 
by producers here to be about the same 
as it has been, with the demand naturally 
limited by a narrowing in the manufac- 
ture of fertilizer mixtures and by the 
smaller requirements of consumers in 
other industries, such as the steel trade. 
The market, however, according to re- 
ports, is being held up with no supplies 
of consequence to unsettle the open trade

The market for phosphatic fertilizer 
crudes retained the dullness and lack 
of color that was the dominant feature 
in the market a week ago.

low normal, the former being at an 
extremely low figure of 53 percent of 
normal. Large stocks of coke are said 
to be in existence, and major coking 
operations were not predicted for the 
near future. Producers of benzene as- 
sert that the consumption and produc- 
tion figures now more closely approxi- 
mate one another than in many 
months past. Contract prices for 1931 
were mentioned by some of the sellers 
at possibly the same levels as those in 
operation. The latter statement was 
made notwithstanding known curtail- 
ment in the supplies of basic coaltar 
hydrocarbons forthcoming from the 
mills. In certain sources it was main- 
tained that benzene was moving quite 
freely last week at prices under those 
quoted. This was accounted for by 
others by distressed stocks and by 
freight adjustments on widely varying 
points of destination. Prices in some 
sections of the country were quoted 
comparatively high, with a large 
amount of competition in others. With

Occasional distressed stocks were 
moved at prices not quoted for the 
usual market, but producers stoutly 


upheld the contention of an adherence 
to the price scale as published. 

Although exports are very 
below the amounts during the 
ponding nine months of last year, a 
gain was expected in the near future. 
Producers aver that the unfavorable 
balance of business done with foreign 
countries may be attributed to de- 
creased purchasing power in the con- 
suming areas of the world. Recent 
exports have been marked as destined 
for the northern portion of South 
America and the Caribbean area. 

Intermediates and finished dyes were 
said to be moving better with the 
recent improvement experienced in the 
textile industry. Not only are more 
cotton spindles in operation than for 
some time past, but a demand for 
cloths has appeared, which some _ be- 
lieve to be more than seasonal. Sales 
of cloths were reported greater than 
production, with no large stocks on 
hand, which would ordinarily act as 
reserve, 

The consumption of coal in by- 
products coke operations during Sep- 
tember indicated the production of 
ammonia equivalent to 55,208 tons of 
sulphate and an output of 44,067,460 
gallons of tar and 14,359,460 gallons of 
light oil during that month. The total 
output of by-product coke during 
September was 3,401,417 tons. During 
August coal consumption in by-product 
ovens was 5,293,800 tons, indicating 59,- 
020 tons of sulphate, 47,074,820 gallons 
of tar, and 15,312,020 gallons of light 
oils (these figures were erroneously 
given last month), September showing

Coaltar Colors 


The definite upward trend in tex- 
tiles, which has been under way since 
the middle of the summer, continued 
during last week Sales of stocks were 
reported to have been in excess of the 
production during the period under 
survey. Mill activity averaged ap- 
proximately the same as in recent 
weeks, with a slight increase due to 
some mills operating on business ob- 
tained during September. Although 
the improvement is probably that of 
the usual seasonal activity, merchants 
and manufacturers were greatly en- 
couraged thereby. Stocks of cluths, 
particularly of the heavier types de- 
manded for cold weather, were suid to 
be low, and with the increased de- 
mand apparent, the position of dyes 
was expected to better materially. Mm 
the cotton spinning industry govern- 
ment statistics report an increased 
number of spindles operating during 
September. Mills operated at 76.4 per- 
cent during that month, against 65.2 
percent of capacity the month previ- 
ous Figures for October were ex- 
pected to show a continuance of the 
same action. 

A very favorable demand was ap- 
parent in inquiries for the types of 
dves used on the heavier cloths, greens, 
navy, browns, and blacks being the 
presominating favorites. Contracts 
were said to be let for the coming vear 
at probably a firmer price than is now 
in evidence. At present prices have 
followed their previous quotations 
Although October and November are 
classed as the outstanding months of 
the year for movements of dyes, it was 
pointed out that no more purchasing 
will be made than is absolutely neces- 
sary, as the inventory factor precludes 
any materialiv large stocks remaining 
on hand at the beginning of the new

Diaminoanthraquinones 
Process Patent Valid 


The board of appeals of the patent 
office has reversed a decision of a pat- 
ent examiner rejecting an application 
of William W. Tatum for a patent on 
a process to manufacture diaminoan- 
thraquinones. The examiner rejected 
the application on the ground that 
there was no improvement in the Ta- 
tum process over the patent of Farb- 
werke, German, 205149, December 17, 
1908, which the examiner used as a 
reference. The board of appeals stated 
that:— 

The claims are clearly limited to a 
process not disclosed in the reference, In 
the latter leuco diaminoanthraquinone is 
treated with nitrobenzene, which acts as 
a solvent and perhaps as an oxidizing 
agent. There is no thought, however, in 
the patent disclosure of first converting 
the leuco body into a salt and then oxidiz- 
ing it with nitrobenzene. The examiner 
holds that the claims are drawn to an un- 
patentable variation of the process dis- 
closed in the reference and that no im- 
proved results are obtained 

Several affidavits have been filed in the 
application, and in view of these affidavits 
we are unable to agree with the examiner 
that there is no substantial improvement 
flowing from the use of the salt In the 
affidavit of Shepherdson and Tatum a 
table is furnished showing the results of 
comparative tests using the first method 
disclosed in the application and then other 
methods, including the methods disclosed 
in the reference and relied upon by the ex- 
aminer. According to these tests the yield 
on oxidation by appellant’s method js 88 
percent and by the method of the refer- 
ence is 87.5 percent. 

The product in appellant’s case, how- 
ever, is superior, since it yields on ben- 
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the zoylation 86.5 percent, whereas the process 


of the reference yields only 79 percent 
Appellant's “Overall yield” is 76 percent, 
as compared with 69 percent in the refer- 
ence. The affidavit further states that all 
the products are dark colored with the 
exception of appellant’s, which is a pure 
light-colored product. Furthermore, the 
affidavit of Ehrhardt is persuasive that 
it was not obvious that superior results 
would be obtained by treating the salt 
It is our view that the showing made 
justifies the allowance of the claims.

Soda and Potash Bichromate Contract Prices Continue 
For 1931--Myrobalans Decline-- Wattle Bark Lower-- 
Mangrove Extract Down--Starch Quotations Steady 


Although somewhat irregular, the 
definite upward trend in the textile 
industry, which has been evidenced 
since the Summer months, continued 
last week. Total cloth sales in excess 
of production were reported, although 
movements of individual classes of 
cloths cannot be said wholly to have 
followed this trend. Much greater 
sxains in the margins on print cloths 
than on sheetings, ducks, and drills in- 
dicated the irregularity of the improve- 
ment. 

Mill activity averaged approximately 
the same as in recent weeks, with 
a slight tendency to increase, due to 
some mills operating on business ac- 
quired during the month of Septem- 
ber. Mill operators stated that the 
improvement can be attributed to sea- 
sonal activities, but the specific gains 
were the cause of some satisfaction 
on the part of those directly or indi- 
rectly affected by such an improve- 
ment, from whatever reason. None of 
the natural dyestuffs showed any dis 
position to he affected by any gain 
manifested in the textile industry. 
Some sellers complained of a buyer's 
market, With competition so acute 
imong sellers of dyestuffs as to allow 


the week under survey, with prices 
maintained at former levels. 

Antimony Salt.—Spot prices for this 
material were unchanged, and although 
business Was spotty, fair amounts 
were moved to consumers. 

Soda Bichromate. Producers an- 
nounced a continuance of the present 
contract prices through 1931 This 
action came as a confirmation of a 
rumor which has been prevalent lately. 

Potash Bichromate. - The present 
quotations on this material on contract 
were also given to the trade for the 
coming year. 

Turkey Red Oil, - Castor oil con- 
tinued firm, and the sulphonated prod- 
uct followed suit. Some _ favorable 
quantities were known to have been 
moved during the recent past. 


Sizing Materials 


Albumen.—Imports have been lower 
than usual recently, and a firm tone 
was maintained accordingly, although 
trade continued to be classed as dull 
It was believed, however, that reduced 
arrivals will tend to render the price 
even firmer.

Conditions in the tanning industry 
apparently leave much to be desired 
on the part-of sellers of tanning ma- 
terials. It was reported that tanners 
show hesitancy in placing orders, and 
quoted prices do not sufficiently in- 
terest them, permitting forthcoming 
bids. Demand was quite spotty fo 
tanning chemicals. The producers of 
soda and potash bichromates = an- 
nounced a continuance of the present 
contract prices to cover 1931. Myro- 
balans were quoted at a lower figure 
as the J2 variety price was lowered 
$1.75 per ton, shipment, bags, while the 
R2 grade was mentioned at a decrease 
of $2.25 in the same packing and quan- 
tity. Wattle bark prices were lowerd 
by $1 per ton, shipment, bags. Im 
porters stated that the lowered quota 
tions do not necessarily ensue from 
decreased demand, but rather from 
the new crops entering the market. 

Starches and dextrins held to forme)

suming channels. Irregular orders 
from manufacturers normally requir- 
ing sizable amounts were noticeable, 
and substantial calls from sources not 
usually making large purchases were 
characteristic of the week.

In- 
quiry elicited the opinion on the part 
of importers that the shipments would 
be returned to the consignor. It was 
stated that from time to time imports 
ot similar materials failing to pass 
vovernmental scrutiny have been 
closely watched for a_ period which 
may prove to be the case in this in- 
stance, Importers mentioned a_ pos- 
sibility of a higher price on egg yolk 
in the future because of more rigid in 
spection on this material. At the mo- 
ment, the quotations showed no change 
over those previously reperted. 

Starches.—Recent moverients of this 
item were stated to be indicative ol 
the period through which general busi 
ness is passing. Producers reported 
that takings along usual lines wer: 
irregular, consumers ordinarily calling 
for large shipments evidencing a re- 
duced interest, while purchasers whos 
requirements are usually considered 
constant were entering the market

Tanning Materials 


Chestnut. Fair quantities were 
stated to have moved recently despite 
the unsatisfactory condition of the tan- 
ning trade in general, Price quota- 
tions were stated to be the same as 
during the past months, and no change 
Was expected to materialize during the 
final months of this year. 

Cutch.—Demand appeared constant, 
With the 55-percent extract and the 
natural product in bales quoted at un- 
changed levels. Indications of an ex- 
pected variation in quotations were not 
noted, 

Mangrove Bark. The 55-percent 
extract in bags was quoted at 4c. 
per pound, the bark in bags, shipment, 
remaining at $31 to $32 per ton. De- 
mand was said to be better for both 
varieties, notwithstanding the tanning 
industry has failed to show the hoped- 
for improvement. 

Myrobalans.—A sharp reduction in 
the quotations on the J2 and R2 varie- 
ties was reported, sellers quoting the 
former grade at $22 to $22.50 per ton, 
shipment, in bags, and the R2 moving 
at from $21 to $21.50 for shipment in 
the same packages. The lowered price 
levels were the result of the new crop 
entering the market. A more active 
inquiry was expected to result from 
the announcement. 

Nutgalls.—Stocks were again said to 
be fairly low, but no signs of an in- 
creased inquiry were reported evi- 
denced. Fair-sized quantities of the 
product were recently taken in the

Collection of these data 
through the survey represents the 
first attempt of the petroleum indus- 
try to determine what gasoline stocks 
refiners actually need to carry on their 
operations,

The import duty of 5 cents (Straits 
Settlements) per imperial gallon on 
lubricating oil, which became effective 
in the Federated Malay States Octo- 
ber 1, has now been removed, accord- 
ing to a cablegram received in the De- 
partment of Commeree from the trade 
commissioner at Singapore.

Small Orders Show Sharp Gain--Increase in Bookings 
Does Not Raise Tonnage Much--Prices Firmer as 
Demand Broadens -- Competition Is Still Prominent 


Influx of many small orders provided 
the spot market for botanicals with a 
deal of activity during the past week. 
The gain in this respect was highly 
satisfactory and resulted in a total 
volume of trade that fitted in nicely 
with the gains in business during re- 
cent weeks. On the whole, the market 
seemed to be in rather firm position 
Prices were reported already so low 
as to limit the opportunities for shad- 
ing of quotations. Notwithstanding 
that, changes continued to be predom- 


inately downward although advances 
in quotations were somewhat more 
numerous than had been usual of late. 

The improved receipt of smaller 
orders on spot brought trade closer 
to normalcy. However, it was still 
way below what the trade had con- 
sidered to be normal on the basis of 
the experiences in that respect in re 
cent years. Considering the general 
business situation throughout the 
country, the botanical trade was 
thought to be making rather good 


showing, though the competitive char- 


acter of trade tended to whittle profits 
down to a point where returns were 
somewhat discouraging. The _ situa- 
tion, however, is by no means any 
more discouraging than in other 


branches of the drug trade and in some 
respects, principally as concerned the 


prices at which new crops have been 
obtained, the situation is considerably 
better within the botanical section of 


the drug business 

Seasonable items came in for an ex- 
pansion in demand during the past 
week. Arrival of colder weather acted 
as somewhat of a stimulus to buyers 
who had previously gone rather slow 
in covering their probable needs to 
an extent in excess of jobbing degree.
